T ramble conplete the full time 
staff of the Ml's. 

Prof. Hitchcock has been the 
head of the IS MIT here at the Uni- 
versity, leaving the Cl's under the 
leadership of Prof. Walther. Prof. 
Walther remains as the full time 
Cl prof, and Assistant to the Dean. 

Prof. Akers remains as acting 
head of the EE's and only full time 
£1 professor. 


It is believed that Col. 
Horaan B. Ames will be back to hea 
tie Electrical Engineering Depart- 
ment in February. Also return- 
ing at that time are Profs. 
Charles E. Cook and George Strolls 
of the Civil Engineering Depart- 
ment. 


ENROLLMENT INCREASE 

The Eiglneering School, during 
the far took a very decided cut in 
enrollment , though not nearly to the 
extent that other Engineering 
schools around the country did. The 
enrollment before the war was very 
close to 500, and during the war 
it dropped to around 250. 

Though it is not known what 
the enrollment will be this year. 

It can be safely said that there’ 
will be a marked increase. 

Dean Felker stated that so far 
we have had the largest pre- regis- 
tration enrollment in his six 
years connection with the School 
a good percentage of which are 
returning veterans. This might 
indicate an enrollment even above 
500.
